Brazil played an important role 
in the Conference of Presidents 
of the Americas which was held 
in Panama on July 21 and 22. 
President Kubitschek brought 
with him some of the most dis- 
tinguished members of his mili- 
tary and civilian retinue. In ad- 
dition, Brazil, with the United 
States and Mexico, was a mem- 
ber of the three-nation drafting 
group which worked out the “‘Dec- 
laration of Panama.” 


Occasion 

The occasion of the meeting of 
the Presidents was to commemo- 
rate the one hundred and thirtieth 
anniversary of the first Pan- 
American Conference, which took 
place also in Panama. To cele- 
brate, the city of Panama assumed 
festival garb. Each chief execu- 
tive was assigned a “presidential 
suite” consisting of a living room 
and two bedrooms in the ‘“Presi- 


dential Palace,” the six-year old 
Hotel El Panama. 
Although many of the Presi- 


dents had met each other before 
and the President of Panama, Sr. 
Ricardo M. Arias Espinosa, was 
on hand to receive each one as he 
arrived at Tocumen National Air- 
port, the get-together offered an 
opportunity for quite a number to 
meet for the first time.

The town of Cachoeira do Sul, 
State of Rio Grande do Sul, may 
be taken as a fairly typical ex- 
ample of growing towns with a 
common problem. They need new 
industries. 

The gaucho town of Cachoeira 
do Sul lies about 150 kilometers 
west of Porto Alegre. Within its 
area of 6,479 square kilometers 
there are some 75, 870 persons, of 
whom 27,200 live within the city 


area. The town boasts 195 ele- 
mentary schools and 3. high 
schools. There is a municipal 


water system and also sewers. 


Farm Crops 


The farms of the area grow 
rice, black beans, wheat, corn and 
tobacco. Its chief industries in- 
clude rice processing, milling, the 
manufacture of agricultural ma- 
chinery, bread baking, pottery and 
the building of locomotives. 

The town’s budget for the cur- 
rent year is Cr$28,358,925. The 
future prosperity of the area de- 
pends chiefly on the attraction of 
investments into the region. Mayor 
Arnoldo Paulo Furstenau offers 
new business wishing to establish 
itself within the municipality tax 
free status and, as far as possible, 
free land on which to build. 


Mineral Deposits 
According to the available in- 
formation, the area contains ex- 
ploitable minerals. There are cok- 
ing coal deposits, a continuation 
of the veins found in the State of 
Santa Catarina. 
Cachoeira do Sul, 
three transportation links with 
Porto Alegre, is bound up eco- 
nomically with the prosperity of 
the State of Rio Grande do Sul. 
The city is seven hours by train 
and five hours by bus from the 
state capital. By air the same 
trip takes only forty minutes.

late lands with their forlorn popu- 
lations lacking even the minimum 
comforts required for the practice 
of the Christian virtues, an 
America independent and strong 
enough to fulfill the mission which 
has come down to inspire us to 
bring to fruition the example, the 
lesson and the legend of Simon 
Bolivar, the Liberator.” 


Following is the text of the dec- 
laration of the Presidents of the 
American Republics: 


We, the Presidents of the 
American Republics commemorat- 
ing in the historic city of Panama 
the assembly of the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the American states of 
1826, convoked by the Liberator 
Simon Bolivar, which constituted 
the first collective manifestation 
of Pan-Americanism, and recog- 
nizing the continuing validity of 
the ideals which inspired the pre- 
cursors of continental solidarity, 
subscribe to the following declara- 
tions: 

I 

The destiny of America is to 
create a civilization that will give 
tangible meaning to the concept 
of human liberty, to the principle 
that the state is the servant of 
man and not his master, to the 
faith that man will reach even 
greater heights in his spiritual

The full realization of the des- 
tiny of America is inseparable 
from the economic and social de-

The accomplishments of the Or- 
ganization of American States, 
and assurance of peace among the 
member states and of security for 
the Continent, demonstrate how 
much can be achieved in the vari- 
ous fields of international endea- 
vor through a loyal cooperation 
among sovereign nations, and 
move us to strengthen the inter- 
American organizations and their 
activities.

In a world in which the dignity 
of the individual, his fundamental 
rights and the spiritual values of 
mankind are seriously threatened 
by totalitarian forces, alien to the 
tradition of our peoples and their 
institutions, America holds stead- 
fastly to its historic mission to be 
a bulwark of human liberty and 
national independence.

An America united, strong and 
benevolent will not only promote 
the well-being of the continent 
but contribute toward achieving 
for the whole world the benefits of 
a peace based on justice and free- 
dom, in which all peoples, without 
distinction as to race or creed, 
can work with dignity and with 
confidence in the future.
